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4. RESULTS OF SHORELINE SURVEY IN WHICH DR HANN PARTICIPATED

A. OIL ON BEACH HEAVIER THAN EPECTED ON I SEPT 74 AVERAGE 

50 TO 75ET WIDE, TWO INCH DEEP, OE CHOCOLATE BROWN OIL WATER 
EMULSION OVER 25 MILES SURVEYED ESTIMATE TOTAL LENGTH 
SHORE AFFECTED 40 MILES, WILL ESTIMATE VOLUME OF OIL 
ON BEACH AFTER LAB ANALYSIS OE OIL WATER RATIO. 

B. MAIN ENVIRONMENTAL DAMAGE APPEARS TO BE WATER FOWL WITH 
40 PENGUINS AND 150 CORMORANTS OBSERVED DEAD DURING SURVEY.
